1. KOREA: ere hes been no ‘Significant change in Communist prepa - 
ganda on the vease-fire discussions. Communist commentary up te 
29 duly provided no indieation Chat the Communists were prepared 
to withdrew their demand for the withdrawal of ali foreign troops 
from Korea but there was also no threat that they would break off 
the diseussions. On the ground, the Communists have vontinued to 
improve their capabilities for & renewal of the offensive or the 
maintenangse of a prolonged defense. fhe build-up of stockpiles, 
increased artillery fire, tank sightings and eneny proving actions 
are indicative ef the Comaunist readiness to resume the offensive, 
and the present enemy situation is such that final preparations 
which have preceded previous offensives might not be necessary or 
could be very rapidly accomplished. Ne new Chinese Communist units 
bave been identified, although COP strength in Korea may well be 
considerably higher than present accepted estimates. An increase 
in Soviet advisers in Korea has been reported but is not cenfirmed.

&. JAPAN: The U.8.8.R. and Communist China have reaffirmed their 
rejection of the proposed Japanese peace treaty, but there continues 
to bs no clear indication of any definite Soviet move to forestall 
its being signed by other netions concerned .

3- GHINA: ‘Phere eentinues to be no evidence of preparations in Sou¢h 
China for any iomediate military action, but there are Feports of 
additional air preparations in the area. There has been no indica - 
tion ef a change in genaral Chinare Communist objectives in Asis 
in connection with the Korean discussions. 


4. PIBRPs: There are indications that the Chinese Communists are imple- 
menting the agreement with Pibet by political metheds and by military 


occupation. 
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INDOCHINA: Viet Kinh dispositions and recent losses suggest thet 
they probably will not initiate further major military actien far 
the time being. Deaplte continuing rumors, there is no reliable 
indication thet a large-scale Chinese Communist intervention is 
imminent although there is evidence of cont inving Chinese long-term 
preparations for inereased support of the Viet Kink. 


GERMANY -AGSTRIA: The assembly of Soviet engineer units and bridg- 
ing equipment at threa lecations on the Elbe indicates considerabie 
attention to river erossing training, although it cannet yet be 
determined whether scenprehensive exercises are planned. Unconfirmed 
reports of the entrance of considerable muubers of Soviet troops 
inte southeast Goeraany from Poland poesibly are sonnected vith 
training activity but could indicate the arrival of reinforcements. 
There ian now relieble evidence that the departure of the 1927 class 
from Austria to the 0.5.8.R. is under way. The count of jet fighters 
in Germany sentinues to increase at a steady but gradusl rate, end 
present dispositions of these aircraft suggest they arw engaged in 
extensive maneuver activity. The appearance of radar stations siong 
the western border of the Soviet Zone probably indicates an increase 
in early warning coverage and heavier AA guns apperently are being. 
insGeiied ot Soviet airfields in Germany. 


SATELLIZES: Current cali-ups of Bulgarian reservists ave apparently 
@n a considerably larger scale than in previeus years and the forma- 
tion of reservist units has been reported. Bulgarian troop disposi- 
tions near the Turkish border are probably for meneuver purposes. 
Relotey's recant apeech attacking Tite does not appear to be of 
immediate significance. 


NEAR AND WXDDLE BAST: There continue te be no clear indilestiens 
of unusual Soviet military activity on the Iranian frentier. There 
are increasing indications that the Soviets acy attempt an initial 
penetration of Iranian o11 operstions through the employment of 
Satellite o11 technisians. Soviet activity in Afghanistan appears 
to be inereesing and Soviet security on the Afghan border haz been 
tightened. 


U.3.8.R8.3 fhe significance of the reeent reemergence of tuo capahle 
and formerly prominent Soviet military leaders {Mershal Zhukov and 
View Admiral Kuznetsov) cannot yet be fully determined but may 
refleet a need for sompstent professional rather than political 
leedership in the armed foress.

Molotov reiterated the well-worn 
Cominform line that Yugoslavia has become 4 capitalist pawn under 
Fito and that this cannot. last long as the Yugoslave vould "find @ 
way to freedom and the liquidation of the fascist Tito regime." The 
Cominform Journal has predicted previously thet "ito would be overthrewn 
internally. An analysis of Soviet intentions towards Yugoslavia made 
by General Popovic, Yugoslav Chief of Staff, prior to Kolotov's state- 
ment reflected Yugoslav feeling thet their country would not be 
attacked by outside forces simply So wipe out the regime, but that 
such an attack 4f 1¢ occurred would be part of overall global hostilities. 


d. HBSAR AND MIDDLE BAST. 


(2) Iran. There are no clear indicetions ef urmsual Soviet 
miiltary activity on the Iranian frontier. According to 
two recent reports, box cars. parked along the rail line 
betveen Ashkhabad and Ehekhe (eaet of the Caspian) do 
not reflect a military build-up but are for the housing 
ef Soviet farm workers temporarily in the ares. There 
are indications that the Soviets may initially attenpt 
to penetrate Iranian 011 operations through the euployment 
of ofl technicians from the Satellites. A recent repors 
that Iran has received an offer from an integrated tean 
of 150 highly qualified technicians from the Sowict - 
controlled Austrian fields tends to confira a previous 
report thet the Soviets were rocruiting technicians in 
Auatria for work in Iran- In addition, it has been 
reported that agents from Soviet-controlled 011 marketing 
organizations in Austria are soliciting markets in Western 
Europe for Near Bast o11.

3. General Indications of Soviet Intentions. 


a. REEWERGENGE OF SOVIET KILITARY LEADERS. The past week wee 
marked by the reemergence ef two formerly outstanding Seviet niiitery 
leaders, beth of whom have a knowledge of the West based on wartine 
operations. Marshal Zhukey, who appeared with Nolotev as a principal 
speaker at the Polish Liberation Day celebrations in Warsew, has been 
in relative obscurity for some time. His appearance is the first 
{ndication in recent years that he is again in good standing, although 
to date there has been no evidence that he is te be assigned te & 
major military poat {his last known position was that of Commander of 
the relatively unimportant Ural Rilitary District). The other officer, 
Vice Admival &. G. Zuanetsov, has been appointed Kinister of the Wavy 
to suecead Admiral Yumasher: In 1948, Kuznetsov was courtaertisled 
for revealing military information to the British during World War IT 
and was dropped in rank. The reason fer bis apperent restoration 
to faver ia not known, although he is considered @ more competent 
officer than his predecessor. Availabie evidence is insufficient 
to establish the ull significance of the reemergenece of these two 
officers. Aitheugh both had reputations for being cooperative with 
the West so that their reappearance might fit into a projected Soriet 
tactic for more cordial relations with the West, their reemergence 
more likely refiscts a need for competent professionel rather than 
political leadership in the armed forees. 


®. GENERAL PROPAGANDA. ‘There haz been no change in the general 
Soviet propagends line, which remains hostile to the U.S. This was 
refiected.in the speeches of Kolotov and Zhukov at Warsaw, neither of 
whom were conciliatory toward the West or indicated any degign te 
decrease East-West tension. At Helsinki, the Soviet-sponscred aeeting 
of the Bureau of the World Peace Council, following its previous formule, 
adopted 2 reselution noting the aggravation of international tension 
caused by the 0.8. arms drive, the failure of the Paris conference, 
the rearming of Germany end Japan, the increese ef U.S. naval and 
military bases, asi "new confjicte in the Middle East." The resolution 
then called for a quick cease-fire in Korea to be followed by the sign- 
ang of a Big Five peace pact which would return the United Hations to 
its true mission, bring abdué a general disarmament and restere interns - 
tional opllaboration as a besis for a testing peece.

probably designed te drive B wedge between the U.S. and Western 
Buropean countries on the issue of exports of strategic materisis to 
the Soviet bles.
